" Cattle-Raiding Grizzly | 
Trapped Near Cochrane 


A bullet in the head ended the | 
career Saturday of a huge grizzly 
bear, believed to have been the one 
that for six months has been raid- 
ing cattle herds around Cochrane, 

The 700-pound animal was killed 
by George Copithorne, who ranches 
17 miles southwest of Cochrane, af- 
‘ter it was caught in a steel bear | 
‘trap near one of its recent kills. 

“We hope it was the one that has | 
been killing our stock,” said Mr, Cop- | 
ithorne, If it is he stands to collect 
about $700 in rewards offered by | 
ranchers in the area for the hide | 
of the raider, 

Mr, Copithorne himself has lost | 
two cattle that he knows of, besides 
the one that led to the bear's down | 
fall. 

The last vietim, a yearling steer, |

Confusion in the public mind as 
a result of a recent release from 
Ottawa has prompted the Hon, N.E.

ERGOT IN SEED 
‘AND FEED 


There is quite a lot of Ergot in 
the rye and even in the wheat and 
barley this vear and few people 
seem to know much about it. The 
following article sent in’ by Mr. 
Hugh McPhail, district agriculturist, 
may be of interest to many local 
farmers, 


Ergot is one of the most common 
and important diseases of rye. It 
iso occurs in barley and wheat but 
rarely in oats. Grasses such as slen- 
der wheat, quack grass, brome, and 
timothy are also susceptible. It is 
caused by a fungus (Claviceps pur- 


pura) and can be Mdentified by large | 
}purplish black bodies called scler- | 


| otia which develop in place of the 
| kernels. The loss in yield from er- 
)xot. results not only from the re- 
} placement of normal kernels by the 
‘ergot bodies, but also from the fact 
} that many flowers which do not de- 
ivelop the blick ergot bodies, are 
| blighted by the fungus and thus also 
| fail to form kernels. Further losses 
occur through lower prices being 
}paid for grain containing ergot and 
j through its poisonous effect on live- 
| stock. 

ERGOT A POISON 

It important that livestock 
recognize the poisonous 
| qualities of ergot and have some 
idea of how much should be toler- 
ated in feeds. Ergot has caused 
‘abortion in livestock as well as the 
) disease known as ergotism, As little 
, us O15 per cent ergot in rve has 
heen known to cause this disease, 
Ergotism may be very serious and 
is marked in the early stages by irri- 
lation and pain in the extremities of 
the body and later by a dry gang-

Feeders should aim to avoid ergot 
entirely, especially with pregnant

The English vacieties came from 
Britain's East Malling Experimental 
| Station, The Fast Malling stocks 
were generally found to be too ten- 
der to endure the rigours of Cana- 
dian winters. The snow cover on 
tree roots in eastern Ontario and 
Quebee orchards is frequently blown 
away during the winter. Duplicat- | 
ing this condition for experimental 
purposes, snow cover was removed 
systematically from tree roots at the 
Central Farm by the pomologists | 
and the East Malling stocks suff- 
ered every time, 

But the East Malling varicties 
did not have value in other ways. 
MeIntosh budded, or grafted, on to | 
East Malling No. % produced a very 
small tree of good visour with a | 
vield of 40 plus apples at five vears | 
of age. The vield built up to 15 gal- 
tons of apples at twelve years, 

MeIntosh budded on East Malling 
No, 12 produced a much more vig- 
orous tree, At five vears of age the 
trunk of this combination had a 
cross-section area four times that of 
the number one combination, but it 
vielded % apples. However, by the 
time the number two combination 
wis twelve vears old, the yield had 
shot up to 35 gallons, as compared 
lwith 15 from number one, and the 
| cross-section trunk arca was nearly 
/seven times as great. 
| The lesson learned from these ob- 
j servations was that the more vigor- 
fous the growth the later the tree 
lis in coming into bearing, but that 
once it does begin to bear the lite- 
hearing variety outyields the earlier 
one, 

But the tenderness of the East 
Malling stocks made them of little 
value in the search for hardier va- 
rieties and the pomologists turned 
their attention to the Russian stocks 
which had been in Canada for some 
time, 

Russian varieties produce poor 
quality fruits by Canadian stand- 
ards, They have coarse flesh, high 
jacidity and lack taste appeal, But
